When the litigation began several 
years ago, it originated a bitter dis- 
pute.

The 
elty asked injunctions to prevent tue 

umping of the ground water, alleg 

@ that it was a part of .ae river, and 

was needed wholly for the use of the 
j|ecity. The cases-are knuwn as the 
Hunter and Buffington injunctions. The 
first was to quieéstitle w the water, 
and included Jess®” D. Hunter and 
forty-six other defendants, ‘he second 
was to enjoin pumping by cither ten- 
ants or owners, and involved 159 other: 
than the defendant, Thomas Buff- 
ington. 
By its conquest the city has estab- 
lished its paramount rights, and may 
at any time stop the use of water by 
any resident of the rich valley. Buf it 
never will, declares William Mulhol- 
land, chief engineer. 

“In view of the fact that it has been 
years since this suit was begun, and 
that it has never been necessary to 
enforce the mandate of the court. the 
water department hopes that it wi'; 
never be compelled to enforce any such 
harsh measures,” said Mr. Mulhdlland. 
“The department hopes mever 'n any 
way to interfere with the t 
this fine valley, especially @s the

boldly reached out to the Owens River 
for a new water supply.

WILD BEASTS 
HIS FRIENDS. 


Noted Guide of Yellowstone 
Here on Way East. 


Has Spent Thirty Years in 
Big National Park. 


On Tramp Over the Trails 
With Celebrities. 


William Elwell Hofer, the famous 
Yellowstone guide, who has been the 
friend and trail companion of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, John Burroughs and 
a host of other celebrities, arrived in 
Los Angeles yesterday on his way to 
visit Col. Pickett, the amateur big- 
game hunter, at the latter's estate in 
icentucky. 

For more than thirty years. Hofer 
has lived his life among the wild an- 


imal trails of the Yellowstone, and 
every wild thing is his intimate 
friend. 


The frontiersman of the story books 
was an ignorant murderous rufflan 
who said, “Il bain't reckoned, Pard;” 
but in reality a large proportion 
frontiersmen were like “Bill’’ 
For all his years in the open .e still 
jooks like a lLttle round Connecticut 
Yankee with twinkling blue eyes—«a 
man of innate refinement, good breed- 

and excellent education. 

Men like “Bill” Hofer built up the 
West, and the men like the story-book 
ruffians built up the reputations of 
novelists in Jersey City. 

Hofer says “there's a lot of good 
leather in Teddy Roosevelt,” and that 
no man ever had a better companion 
on the trail. 

When Mr. Roosevelt laat visited the

Mother of Dead M Aso Files 
Claim to Sum Due Modern 
Weodmen of America on Account 
of Amendment to Constitution of 
Order—Under Advisement. 


An issue of interest to local Mod-- 
ern Woodmen of America was sub- 
mitted to Judge Bordwell, last night. 
The question involved was the effect 
of an amendment to the constitution 
of the order promulgated in 1905, in 
regard to beneficiaries under insurance
